OUR BAPTIST HERITAGE 

The Sitka Baptist church was organized in 1859 amid the fore- 
shadows of the Civil War, the second religious body to be formed in 
Liberty Township. Those comprising the original church were; J. c, 
Hugnes, R. Hughes, Laura Hughes, Thomas Hughes, Catherine 
Hughes, Evaline Hughes, S. L. Hughes, Sarah Hughes, Phoebe Myers, 
Violet Morgan, Mary Week, William Fleming, Phoabe Funk, Benjam- 
in Reed, Mary Reed, Luther Wolfe, Lydia Wolfe, John W. Morgan, 
Ruth Wolfe, Samuel Wolfe, Eliza Wolfe, William L. Wolfe, Teressa 
Wolfe, Amanda Wolfe, Lydia Criswell and Mary Benjamin, 


For thirteen years the congregation worshipped in the Sitka 
School which stocd ssutheast of the present church site, The first 
Structure was a frame building 42x58 feet in size. It was built from 
timber taken from the church ground ata cost of $1100.00. The 
ground wes donated for the building of the church by James Hughes, 
Rev. Moses A. Kerr was the first pastor of record. 


With the building of the original house of worshin, the infant 
church made rapid strides and soon gained a notable place among 
those already in the pioneer community. In the minutes of the Mon- 
ticello Association of 1887, the Liberty Township Church, as it was 
then called, was reported to be in a healthy condition and holding 
on with confidence. In 1890 the church reported two worship serv- 


ices per month with the Sunday School sustained the year through 
with good interest. Near the turn of the century the name was 
changed to Sitka, mak.ng 1ts name to conform to that of the little 
settlement in which it operated. 


Through the years S:tka has been known to be loyal to the Evan- 
gelical gospel and to the faith once delivered to the Saints. It has 
been for these years a devoted_worshipful church, obs2rvant in its 
ways and usages of that which stands definitely related to the pro- 
motion of religious experience. Its meetings of Bible study and pray- 


er have been emphasized and well attended. 


Sitka has been and now is an earnestly active church. Its Bible 
School is large and well graded, due largely to a_ well officered 
staff and the fact that pioneer spirits of yesteryear had an overmast- 
ering passion to make and keep it standardized. The church has been 
truly Missionary through these ninety years, as evidenced by an en- 
thusiastic Missionary Society. Many a needy group at home and a- 
way can testify to the gracious spirit of a Mission minded people. 
The giving to all such worthy enterprises has been richly liberal. 


History reveals that many of Sitka’s pastors have been preachers 
of sovereign power, all save eight now rest from their labors but 
their works do follow them. 


For many years a happy yoked fellowship existed with the 
Burnettsville church until that body accepted full time service some 
years ago. 
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About twenty-five years ago the church eiifie? vat renosd2led 
and enlarged with a full basement and a kiicce1add72d The present 
res.dent and non-resident membership nears the 150 mark. 


In the evening of November 22, 1945, as a gocdly number of 
Sitka folk prepared to attend the closing session of a gracious re- 
vival, fire broke out in the basement, and soon the old land-mark 
that nad once echoed and re-echoed with the joyous song cf 2 hap- 
py people was reduced to ashes. Nothing remained but prec ous 
memory and a God-given determination, that out of the ash2s 3f the 
old, there should emerge a more stately mansion dedicated ts the 
jrarpos2 of God. 


The most glorious chapter in the history of the congregation 
perhaps, has not yet been written, for truly the future for S:ika is 
as brignt as the promises of God.

* With the passing of the Indians from the forests of Liberty 
Township, there came the pioneer woodsmen to rescue from the 
wilderness, the small acreages that later were destined to become 


the fertile farms of Northeast White County. These stalwarts brought 
with them the deep conviction that the school and church must be 
first in the heart and life of a new generation. Accordingly in the 
course of coming years, eleven frame school houses and five church- 
es were built and set in operation. Yielding to the trend of consola- 
tion the schools have been reduced to two, while four churches car- 
ry on to the glory of the Lord. 


The first store in Sitka, then known as Stittsville, was located in 
the home of Allison Hughes, just south of the original Baptist 
church. One year later, in 1881, the Postoffice was established in the 
same building. Before this time the mail was dispatched from the 
Charles Reed dwelling located on the Range Line road, northeast of 
the Village. Thus at one time Sitka boasted of two churches, Baptist 
and Chuch of God, two blacksmith shops, two stores, the school 
and Postoffice. 


In spite of this auspicious beginning, Sitka never aspired to be 
a big town, any more than Cullen Creek aspires to be the majestic 
Tippecanoe, inte which she pours her all. Rather, the Village is con- 
tent to be the old home community where men live close to nature’s 
heart and where Sabbath days are sacred days devoted to Holier 
nthoughts. Without exception, those who have removed to. distan? 
places, return when possible, if but for a day a year to live again the 
experiences of church and school and to travel again the dusty roads 
of memory. 
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FROM FIELDS AFAR 


Mrs. Jennie Chaille Morgan Phelps was born September 5, 1869, | 
near Columbus, Indiana. She received her training for her life’s 
work in Indianapolis, Chicago University and the Baptist Missionary 
Training School. On June 15, 1893, she was married to Rev. James 
A. Morgan, who at that time was pastor at Sitka. Accepting the work 
on the local field, she moved her membership from the College 
Avenue Baptist church to Sitka where it has remained through the 
years. She and her husband were scheduled to go to Africa as Miss- 
ionaries when he was called to his Heavenly Home. Still feeling the 
call of God to foreign fields, Mrs. Morgan was sent by the Foreign 
Board to Burma in 1898, as single women at that time were not be- 
ing sent to Africa. However, prior to 1898, she did extensive work 
in Chicago among the Jews and Bohemians. 


Her first assignment as a foreign Missionary was at the Paku 
Karen school and field. It was there sh2 met and married Rev. A. C. 
Phelps who continued with her in the work until June 1940, when 
they retired at Maymo, serving the field 40 years. 


Mrs. Phelps saw the school at Henzada grow from a middle 
school of about 200 to a high school of over 500 students. Although 
teaching 10 months of the year, she spent her vacations traveling 
from village to village organizing Christian Endeavor Societies and 
Women’s Mission Circles. Until the last two years of her stay in the 
Mission school, no child ever left without first becoming a Christian. 
Of the 117 churches in the Henzada field, almost all the pastors and 
teachers were once her girls and boys. Since their retirement from 
active mission work, Rev. Phelps has gone to his reward. Mrs. Phelps 
has written a history of the Henzada field which was published in 
the annals of the Burma work. 


Through all these years, Mrs. Phelps has kept in touch with the 
old home church, where she is still an honored member. She often 
expresses a deep desire to see again those with whom she worshipped 
50 years ago. She has decided however, that the sunset years of hei 
life shall be lived with the Burmese people with whom she labored so 
gloriously and for whom she has given the most precious years of 
her life.

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LAYING THE CORNER STONE 


In a service filled not only with precious memory, but with 
God-given determination to hury the happy day of dedication, 
members and friends of Sitka gathered July 25, and laid the Corner 
stone of our new meeting house. The all-day program opened with 
worship service and Bible school conducted in the Sitka schoo) 
building. Following these services, the congregation repaired to the 
hither-to unused church basement for a co-operative basket dinner 
that loaded the spacious tables with the bounty of orchard, field and 
flock. 


After an hour of happy Christian fellowship, the pastor called 
the group together. The targe social room was already well filled 
vin members and friends who had come to rejoice with Sitka 
Baptists on their building accomplishments thus far. Song leader 
kimo Bose led the assembly in song. After scripture, Rev. M. L 
hobinson of Logansport Baptist Temple was introduced and led us 
to the heights with a timety message “The Church of God’. Follow- 
ing the address all present went outside for the placing of momen. 
tos in the stone enclosure. 


First to be placed in the receptacle was the old family Bible of 
J. C. Hughes, one of tne charter m2mbers of the church and donor 
of the parcel of ground upon which the church now stands. The 
B.ibie has been in possession of Mrs. Mellie Hughes whose husband 
was a grandson of the founding father. Mrs. Jennie Hughes, one oi 
ine CNur:cnes videsSé Ving res.dcne Members, made the presentation. 


The scroll containing the names of 210 members of the churclk 
togeiher with the names of the 26 charter members, was placed by 
hoy Bender clerk of the church. 


Mrs. H.C. Walther, for the past 20 years clerk of the Monticellc 
Baptist Association, then placed the Minutes of the last gathering 
of that body, together with the Current issue of the Baptist Observ. 
er. In connection Guy Coonrod recited the poem ‘The Bridge Buiid 
er.” 


The current issue of Missions, the official instrument of North: 
ern Baptist Missionary Society was next placed in the enclosure by 
Missionary Vice president Mrs. Gretrude Harrington. 

The minutes of the business meeting of the church following 
the fire, setting forth the determination to build, was presented by 
Guy Ginn who is Moderator of the congregation. 

The issues of the two County papers describing the fire anc 
setting the action of the church in its plan to rebuild, was placed by 
C. D. Imler, deacon of the church. Guy Coonrod also placed a 
copy cf a White County paper giving a description of the work oi 
builders with a picture of the church at its present stage of con- 
struction. 


Mrs. Bernice Baer, daughter of the pioneer family of Isaac 
Benjamin, deposited a copy of the marriage license of her parents 
that had been taken from the family Bible. At the same time she 
placed a certificate for perfect attendance granted her father by 
Lloyd Keever who was then superintendent of the Bible school. 

With prayer the large crowd was dismissed, and thus ended 3 
great day in the life of the Sitka Church and perhaps, the first and 
cnly service of its kind in Liberty Township.
